Prof.  Irwin  M.  Hilliard,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Medicine  at  the  University 
of  Saskatchewan,  has  been  appointed  pro- 
fessor in  the  Department  of  Medicine, 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  from  July  first  next. 
Dr.  Hilliard’s  appointment  as  physician-in- 
chief to  the  Toronto  Western  Hospital  has 
also  been  announced.  He  replaces  Dr.  W. 
Hurst  Brown,  who  is  relinquishing  both 
posts  and  devoting  full  time  to  his  consult- 
ing practice.  Dr.  Hilliard  received  his  medi- 
cal education  at  the  University  of  Toronto. 
Following  a year’s  study  of  parasitology 
and  tropical  diseases  at  West  China  Union 
University,  he  was  physician-in-chief  at  the 
Canadian  Mission  Hospital  in  Fowling, 
Szechwan,  China,  from  1935  to  1945.

Dr.  W.  Harding  le  Riche  will  succeed 
Dr.  Neil  E.  McKinnon  as  professor  and 
head  of  the  Department  of  Epidemiology 
and  Biometrics  in  the  School  of  Hygiene 
from  July  first.
